He enga.ed a surveyor, Wlllas, Poore 
af tarllns Botton, and surveyed 41.000 acres at the headwaters of 
Oreenbrler River. This survey took In .ost of that rich timber 
country. About the same time a Randolph County surveyor made a survey 
Of 31,000 acres for Richard Smythe which Interfered, and lapped ‘ 

on the 41,000 acres. 

Henry Phillips having acquired this land paid little or no attention

to it, not even paying the paltry taxes. With other large surveys it . 

lay idle and useless. _ . ' 

The legislature of Virginia finding that -such large grants hindered

develrpment, evolved the law of forfeiture. So in the 1830's and 1840's 

they began to cut up these lands and sell them for the benefit of the

school fund.'Tne Phillips 41,000 acres was thus disposed of to the 

highest bidders. It brought $212.00 which was about the cost of survey¬ 
ing and selling it,

In the 1880*3 there was a law suit over this land because of* the 

surveys of Phillips and Smythe. But it seems that the Smythe. surveys 

called for a cypress and no cypress could be found in these high- 

mountains. The work probably should have been cippus meaning a set 

atone. At any rate, Pocahontas county wrested from Randolph County 
this large territory.

In 1903-1915 when the heavy growth of timber was be

peered. Among them; V.'ilkell, Gertude, May, Brancher, Madeline, Olive 
Nida, Wlnterburn, Burner and Oxley, The Coal and Iron Railway 
v.hat a vision of wealth and prosperity that name once -conjured. Town 
sprang up and drummers walked the railroad ffom one town to the

Greenbrier river in the county of Green¬ 
brier, at or near Caldwell Station, on 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway, certain 
plants for the manufacture of material 
which will necessarily polute and de¬ 
stroy the waters of said river, as well as 
the fish tnerein, and which will neces¬ 
sarily injure and permanently affect the 
inhabitants and citizens of the city of 
Hinton. 

It is therefore ordered by the Common 
Council of the city of Hinton, thatC. F. 
Moore, trustee and attorney, as well as

Aa Appropriation Asked. 

The County Court of Greenbrier con¬ 
vened in extra session at the Court 
House last Monday to consider the ad¬ 
visability of naaking an appropriation 
of $6,000 to purchase the right of way 
for the Greenbrier River Railroad from 
Whitcomb -to the Pocahontas county 
line. Messrs. Henry Gilmer, A. F. 
Alathews, John W. Harris and C. T. 
Smith addressed the Court in support 
of the motion. They contended that 
the Court had ample power and au¬ 
thority, under the law', to make the ap¬ 
propriation, if, in its wisdom and the 
exercise of good judgment, it saw nt to 
do so. They believ^ that 34 miles of 
railroad along the Greenbrier from 
Whitcomb to the Pocahontas line would 
add fully $200,000 to the taxable values 
of the county—from the taxes on which 
the six thousand dollars asked for would 
soon be returned. Tliey also showed 
that on the present basis of taxable 
property in the county, the sum could 
be paid in one year with an additional 
levy of 8 cents on the $100. It was ex¬ 
plained to the Court that Col. McGraw, 
w’ho had been very active in the effort 
to secure the road to Greenbrier and 
Pocahontas counties, bad agreed to se¬ 
cure the right of way free of charge to 
the road, and it was argued that it would 
be unjust to Mr. McGraw to leave him 
to shoulder the whole burden w'hen he 
had no pecuniary interest below Mar- 
linton.
